"Western towns are symbols 
of the moving frontier . . . 



"One day, the plains can be empty, with not a house or a 
wagon in sight. Yet almost overnight, a town of tent 
buildings may appear where only buffalo grazed before. 
These rough camp communities are called 'ten! towns," 
and usually spring up near railheads or in mining areas. 




"If a community is to be permanent, tents 
are replaced by sturdier buildings. In dry 
areas, where wood is scarce and the sun is 
hot, earth-walled dugouts may be used. 



"As a town grows, sources of lumber are 
needed. If local sawmills cannot be estab- 
lished, it is necessary to transport lumber 
for many miles by wagon or train. 




"In the Southwest where adobe is plentiful, 
people use the Spanish style of construc- 
tion. Adobe clay, mixed "with straw, is 
molded into bricks. Hardened by baking in 
the sun, the bricks are then ready for use. 



"Sometimes, towns outlive their usefulness 
and are abandoned. Communities where 
people once gathered to live and trade bow 
remain as deserted one-night stopovers for 
immigrants pushing westward."
